Motor Vehicle Funds 

LANSING—The Department of 
State Highways is distributing 
third quarter Motor Vehicle High- 
way Fund collections to Michigan 
counties and incorporated cities 
and villages, .-@ : 

Howard E,. Hill; State’ Highway 
Director, said net receipts of the 
Highway Fund during July, Aug- 
ust and September of 1965, amount- 
ed to $52,436,035, an increase of 
$3,376,660, or 6.9 per cent, compar- 
ed to the same period of 1964. 

The increase reflects a sharp up- 
turn in summer vacation travel 
compared with 1964, Hill said. 

Totals for the first nine months 
of the year show a 3 per cent in- 
crease of only $5,843,060 more than 
receipts during the first nine mon- 
ths of 1964, he said. 

Increased © maintenance costs 
and an intensified safety program 
costing an added $3 million this 
year will absorb the Department 
of State Highways’ increase leav- 
ing no new revenue for new con- 
struction, he said. 

Crawford County’s share totaled 
$68,097 while Grayling received 
$4,229,
